The Grave of Mrs, Sorratt. 

The followinvr relative to Mrs. Snrratt, 
who was hung in this city in 1805 with the 
Lincoln conspirators, appears in the 
Wash inj^ton Star : In ^[ount Olivet Ceme- 
tery, on the Bladeusburg road, who, it w ill 
be remembered, was hung on the 2d day 
of July, ISC)."), as one of the conspirators 
implicated in the assassination ot Presi- 
dent Lincoln. Her body was buried in 
the Arsenal Grounds near the scaffold, 
with those of I»ayne, Harold and Atzerodt; 
and subsequently Wirz, of Andersonville 
notoriety, waa buried near them. While 
the bodies were lying there plain head- 
boards were placed over tlieir graves. 
When the old Penitentiary Building was 
torn down the remains of John Wilses 
iiooth, buried in tl»e end of the buildinjr, 
and the bodies above named were all 
moved into one of the large store-houses 
of the Arsenal and placed under the 
flagging.

An Interesting Case. 
A case that promises to be of more than 
ordinary interest, will, we are informed, 
be brought up for adjudication in the next 

circuit court. It is an action hy Sheriff J. 
C. Pickett, against Mr. W. L. Moran, to 
recover the ])088es8ion of a runaway hick- 
ory tree, which it is alleg»^d Moran is har- 
boring. The tree it seems, until a few 
days ago stood upon Mr. Pickett's farm 
near Maysville, spparently contented and 
satisfied with its surroundings, but for 
some unaccountable reason and without no- 
tice or permission, it quietly moved across 
to tht'ifurin of Mr. Moran taking with it a 
considerable quantity of earth and has not 
since returned. Mr. Pickett who has been 
deprived of the privilege of " hanging his 
clothes on a hickory limb,*' sues to estab- 
lish his legal rights in the premises, and 
Mr. Moran who feels that there is a legal 
principle involvedjlhat is of importance to 
fanners and owners of hickory trees "gen- 
erally will defend to the last ditch.
